However, tho feeling 
around our City Hall these 
days Is so prcat with gra­ 
titude for tho wotidurful all- 
out support given the Clvlo 
Center and Swimming Pool 
bond Issues by the Torrance 
voters, I determined my ex­ 
pression of thanks to them 
would be first on my agenda 
today.

Torranca has grown tre­ 
mendously nlnce the year pre­ 
ceding World War II.

Is. now . . . and 
will continue to be a prog­ 
ressive city. As a necessity, 
our business district must 
expand In older to adequate­ 
ly meet the demands of our 
population. The fact our res­ 
idents are fully aware of this 
wi3 proven at our polls this 
pcit week when they voted 
in favor of A GREATER 
TORRANCE.

The bonds are going to help 
glvo us as a community we 
we will be Justly proud to call 
our own... a well-equipped 
)all... and a youth center 
connected with the swimming 
pool. It rs the beginning of a 
long-range plan project that 
will eventually Include recrea­ 
tion buildings, a spacious ball 
park . . . and ono of the first 
municipal parks In Southern 
California.

Eventually, a superior court 
will be built by Los Angeles 
County adjacent to the jail 
witn a ttuuiel underneath to 
facilitate safe transportation 
of prisoners to and from 
court at a minimum expense 
to the dty.

The swimming pool project is 
to be built to Olympic speci­ 
fications with the deep part 
In the middla to faclllato tho 
teaching of swimming. The 
bath house Is to bo so con­ 
structed as to bo converted 
Into a recreation center for 
dances, motion pictures, a 
game room and a snack bar 
. . . making It automatically 
a teen-age drop-In center. The 
deck around the pool Is to 
be wide   enough and luxuri­ 
ously enough for pleasant sun 
bathing to add to the health- 
giving advantages.

Additionally, we are hoping 
we can convince the State to 
move their unemployment 
building to the Civic Center 
site which will leave an­ 
other space In the downtown 
business area for the cltl- 
tens to use for parking at 
the corner of Cravens and 
Engracla.

I would like to take this 
opportunity to convey my 
persona! thanks to those 
many civic-minded personali­ 
ties who gave untiringly of 
their tlmo In a concentrated 
effort to put tho bond ispues 
over with a ban;;. Each and 
every ono knows of whom I 
speak. Thanks a million, fel­ 
las and gnls, for a Job well 
done!

W« at the City Hall, as 
mentioned, ore very grateful 
to the voters for the outcome 
of the election. We realise 
the best way we can show 
our appreciation Is by con­ 
tinuing to do cur utmost In 
bohal: of the City of Tpr- 
ranee.
